38 [(2)] (3)  "Licensed acupuncturist," designated as "L.Ac.," means a person who has

39 been licensed under this chapter to practice acupuncture.

40 [(3)] (4)  "Moxibustion" means a heat therapy that uses the herb moxa to heat

42 [(4)] (5) (a)  "Practice of acupuncture" means the insertion of acupuncture needles, the

43 use of injection therapy, and the application of moxibustion to specific areas of the body based

44 on traditional oriental medical diagnosis and modern research as a primary mode of therapy.

45 (b)  Adjunctive therapies within the scope of the practice of acupuncture may include:
